Waste firm fined for acidic discharge

A waste management com¬ 
pany has been fined $79,950 


for releasing a contaminant 
into the air from its Pettit Rd., 
facility in Fort Erie. 

In addition to the fine, 
Newalta, an Alberta-based 
company, is also required to 


pay a victim fine surcharge 
for violating the 
Environmental Protection 
Act It has six months to pay 
the fine. 

Lindsay Davidson of the 


Ontario Ministry of the 
Environment and Climate 
Change, said the government 
received a complaint of a yel¬ 
low plume with an acidic 
odour coming from the 
stacks of the Newalta facility. 


Davidson said the incident 
was assessed and the dis¬ 
charge only "lasted for 25 
minutes” before the contam¬ 
inant was contained.

“We have also taken several

Jones said nearby residents 
shouldn’t be concerned for 
their safety or health because 
the chemical waste process¬ 
ing division, where the inci¬ 
dent occurred, is expected to 
close in the next few 
months. 

Jones said the announce¬ 
ment to close the chemical 
waste processing division at 
the Fort Erie facility was 
announced in January.

Superior 
Propane is 
looking to 
expand 
Stevensville facility

Karen Kerr is concerned 
about the possibility of 
Superior Plus Propane 
Ltd. expanding its facility 
near her Stevensville 

The propane facility is 
asking the Town of Fort 
Erie to consider a bylaw 
amendment that would 
allow the plant to rezone 
land at 2364 Ridgemount 
Rd. If it is approved, it 
would allow the construc¬ 
tion of three rail sidings to 
accommodate up to 14 
rail cars and the installa¬ 
tion of two new above 
ground storage tanks. 

An open house was held 
on July 22 and an addi¬ 
tional public meeting has 
been scheduled for Aug. 
11 at 6 p.m. at town hall. 

If the expansion moves 
forward, Kerr said the 
value of her property 
“would plummet” and her 
insurance “would go up." 

“I’m concerned because 
what if there was a pro¬ 
pane leak? Transferring 
propane is dangerous and 
it smells. If this goes 
expansion goes through, 
it will only make it 

Kerr said she and her 
family moved into their 
Stevensville home know¬ 
ing the plant was nearby 
but she “never expected” 
the plant would expand. 

She said only a handful 
of people were notified 
and she has handed out 
notices to all of her neigh- 

Plant manager George 
Burgman is encouraging 
the public to contact him 
or the Town of Fort Erie if 
anyone has concerns 
about the proposed bylaw 
amendment.

“If I don’t have the 
answers, I will get them. 
We’re in the community 
too and we value their 
opinions.” 

He said rezoning the 
property is the first in a 
series of steps to see the 
plant expand. 

“All we are trying to do is 
propose a change in zon¬ 
ing for our property," 
Burgman said. 

The next step is to have a 
risk assessment complet¬ 
ed which will “cost 
upwards of $100,000.” 

“Anything we do is gov¬ 
erned by the Technical 
Standards and Safety 
Authority, which is a very 
strict organization," 
Burgman said. 

“Before anything can be 
done, the TSSA has to 
look at a risk and safety 
management plan so that 
will govern what we can 
do and what we can’t do,” 
he added. 

Burgman said maintain¬ 
ing safety as the plant is 
important to him. 

“It would cost me my job 
and everyone else’s too if 
we weren't safe.”

Why not start another 
nature hobby in 2014? 

Hawk watching. 

Our local hawks have 
come back. 

We saw two Red-tail 
hawks on Michener Road 
just outside of Ridgeway 
recently. 

We saw a Red-tail, 
Cooper, Sharp-shinned, 
Harrier, Kestrel and even 
some rarer species are in 
the Niagara Region. 

Where to go? 

The rural areas of 
Niagara—the side roads 
and specific places you 

f you “hawk” from the 
confines of your car, be 
careful.

It’s best if one drives and 
in the passenger seat the 
other uses the bird glass¬ 
es. Watch for cars behind 
and if possible pull over 
on the shoulder. 

Don’t block traffic. 


When I started hawk 
watching after my retire¬ 
ment I found a few places 
I liked to sight these fasci¬ 
nating raptors. 

South Koabel Road off 
Netherby Road used to be 
a great area for watching 
from your car. This is Red- 
tail country although we 
see the beautiful little 
Sparrow hawks (Kestrel) 
there quite often. 

Here in 2014 it is less 
frequent. 

One place I used to 
return again and again to 
is the Stevensville 
Conservation Area. 

This is where I saw

Horned owl by a murder

In an insert in his log, 
naturalist Ed Teale, tells 
us about the great flying 
hawk, the Sharp-shinned 
and his mobbing foes, the 
Blue Jays.

“A sharp-shinned hawk 
had been haunting the 
yard this morning trying 
to catch a chickadee. I 


saw this predator streak- 
ingin, speedinglowacross 
the yard toward the ter¬ 
race apple tree.”

Writer’s Note: The 
sharp-shinned hawk is a 
raptor. It hunts other 
birds. 

It's a great flyer. It is not 
a large hawk. Our most 
common hawk locally is 
the red-tailed hawk. 

It is a much larger hawk 
and can not manoeuvre 
like a sharp-shinned. A 
red-tail’s diet consists 
mainly of the meadow 
vole not other birds.

Protect yourself from ticks 


Health Canada suggests the follow¬ 
ing to protect yourself if you venture 
into forests or overgrown areas: 

• wear closed-toe shoes, long-sleeved 
shirts and pants 

• pull socks over pant legs 

• wear light coloured clothes to spot 
ticks easier 

• use insect repellent containing 
DEET (active ingredient to keep bugs 
away) or Icaridin (always follow 
directions) 

• shower or bathe within two hours of 


being outdoors to wash away loose 
ticks 

• do daily “full body” check for ticks 
on yourself, children and pets 

The Public Health Agency of Canada 
encourages you to keep your lawn 
and yard well maintained (mow and 
rake frequendy). 

This will prevent ticks from living 
near your home. 

Ticks attach themselves to the skin. 
Removing them within 24-36 hours 
usually prevents infection. 


“If we identify a tick that’s 
found on a person as a 
blacklegged tick, one of 
our public health nurses 
will give that person a call,” 
Jekel said. “We don’t even 
wait for the results (of a 
Lyme test.)” 

It is up to that individual 
to consult a physician, 


health department to see if 
the tick tested positive for 
the Lyme bacteria. Health 
Canada says Lyme disease 
can easily be treated with 
antibiotics within two to 
four weeks of infection. 

Jekel said residents can 
bring in ticks — dead or 
alive — to any of the public 
health department offices. 
He said the ticks should be 


carried in a sealed con¬ 
tainer, such as pill botdes. 

In 2013, a litde less than 
1,100 ticks were submitted 
to the public health unit, of 
which 56 were blacklegged, 
and of those, nine were 
positive for Lyme bacteria. 

This year to date, 474 
were submitted; 33 were 
blacklegged; two were pos¬ 
itive for Lyme bacteria. 


Jekel said public health 
staff quickly identify the 
ticks and get back in touch 
with the people who sub¬ 
mitted them in order to 
alleviate infection con- 

"We have staff here who 
can do that... at the most a 
day turnaround,” Jekel 
said. “We would identify it, 
and by the time we get 
ahold of the person by 
phone, it might be the next 

Jekel said most of the 
blacklegged ticks are com¬ 
ing from near the shores of 
Lake Erie and Lake 
Ontario. 

“But at the same time, 
there are scatterings from 
across the region," Jekel 
said. “We get them 
throughout the region, but 
if you’re going to look for 
more activity. I’d say along 
the lake shorelines. But not 
at actual beaches, it would 
be more where there’s for¬ 
ested areas.” 

Ticks get on humans and 
animals by climbing vege¬ 
tation, such as a blade of 
grass, and waiting for them 
to pass, when they do, they 
latch on and find a place to 
suck blood. 

Jekel said the Region 
holds sessions for its out¬ 
door workers on how best 
to avoid becoming a host 
to a tick. Tips include wear¬ 
ing an insecticide contain¬ 
ing DEET and keeping 
pants tucked inside socks. 

Jekel said it’s a good idea 
for people who have been 
outdoors in areas of vege¬ 
tation to inspect their bod¬ 
ies while taking a shower.

Though 
it was first developed for drought 
stricken parts of the US west, it's 
becoming more popular in many 
regions. Xeriscapes can be done 
with almost any landscaping style, 
used in all or part of a yard, in any 
geographic zone of North America. 
The aim of xeriscaping is to build 
a sustainable garden that helps 
plants survive dry periods on their 
own, without depending heavily on 
extra watering, fertilizer and other 
maintenance.

7. Maintain your landscape Keep 
weeds from growing up through the 
mulch, add a thicker layer of mulch and 
don’t cut grass too short - taller grass 
is a natural mulch which shades the 
roots and helps retain moisture. Low- 
maintenance is one of the benefits of 
xeriscaping.

Additionally, it 
decreases the pleasure that people get from smoking making the quitting process 
that much more effective.

One of Canada’s biggest bike tours due in Niagara

More than 1,700 cyclists 
will roll into Niagara next 
week for one of the biggest

Over the course of six 
days, the Grand Tour 
Desjardins will loop from

cycling holiday,” said Susan 
Morin, the community 
economic development 
manager for Venture 
Niagara, which helped 
convince tour operator 
Velo Quebec to bring its 
largest annual tour to the 
region this year. 

Velo Quebec is one of 
the biggest cycling tour 
operators in the world, 
offering trips on four con¬ 
tinents. But the Grand Tour 
Desjardins is always the 
biggest event for the non¬ 
profit cycling organiza- 

It has only been held in 
Ontario once before, in the 
Thousand Islands area in 

“People are looking for 
new experiences all the 
time. We were ready for 
our next step,” said Joelle 
Sevigny, Velo Quebec's 
executive director of events 
and trips. 

Morin first heard of the 
Grand Tour in 2003 while 
working for a Welland 
hotel. Sevigny was in 
Welland when Hamilton 


held the World Cycling 
Championships and chat¬ 
ted with Morin about pos¬ 
sibly bringing the Grand 
Tour to Niagara. 

It took more than a 
decade, but Morin said 
landing the event will help 
increase the region's pro¬ 
file for cycle-tourists. 

"This is just positioning 
us as a cycling destination,” 
she said. “These people 
come with a lot of money. 
They want to see certain 
things, and they will easily 

Unlike the GranFondo 
Niagara held around 
Niagara last September, 
the Grand Tour is more 
about sightseeing and 
post-ride entertainment 
than finishing a set route 
quickly. 

“It’s like Club Med on 
two wheels,” Sevigny said. 
“The main purpose is to 
bike ride, but the after 
cycling is very important.” 

At every day’s destina¬ 
tion stop, a village of sorts 
is set up with catered 
meals, a wine bar, live 


music, movies, massage 
therapists and yoga class- 

“There’s no strict 
schedule. It’s really trendy 
and relaxed,” Sevigny said. 

Morin said the tour 
isn’t costing Niagara 
Region any money and no 
roads will be closed along 
the route. 

After leaving Hamilton, 
the tour heads to Simcoe 
Sunday, loops around 
Norfolk county Monday, 
travels to Welland Tuesday, 
remains in Niagara 
Wednesday and Thursday 
and then heads back to 
Hamilton Friday. Total 
route distances range from 
379 km to 845 km. 

Most of the riders will 
stay in what organizers call 
a tent city of 800 camping 
tents. That will be set up at 
the Young’s Sportspex and 
the adjoining Jean Vanier 
school in Welland Aug. 5, 
then at Saint Paul High 
School and Firemen’s Park 
in Niagara Falls Aug. 6 and
